MISSION. Ran ( U P I ) - T h e 
NCAA has drafted a reorgani­ 
zation plan for its large college 
division based for the first tim e 
on 
an 
eight-sport 
athletic 
program instead of solely on a 
school's football team 
All 247 m em bers of Division I 
and Division I conferences have 
been 
invited 
to 
discuss 
the 
proposal at a m eeting Nov. 15 
in Chicago called by the NCAA 
Council. 
The proposal was developed 
by the NCAA Division Steering 
Com m ittee and recom m ended 
by the policy-m aking council 
M em bership 
rn 
Division 
I 
now is dependent upon strength 
of 
footb all 
and 
b a sk etb a ll 
schedules 
The 
proposal 
re­ 
quires “institutional support of 
a broad-based, eight-sport ath­ 
letic program ." 
The NCAA would determ ine 
which division — I, 2, or 3 — a 
school 
would 
be in 
by how 
m any 
varsity 
intercollegiate 
team s it sponsored. 
The proposal says a school 
would 
have 
to 
m eet 
"a 
minim um perform ance stand­ 
ard thoughout the program ,” 
based on a table that would 
weigh 
the 
school’s 
travel 
squads, financial aid com m it­ 
m ent, intercollegiate schedule 
and su ccess in NCAA com peti­ 
tion 
These evaluations would 
be on a sport-by-sport basis. 
Each 
school 
would 
earn 
points for m eeting each m ini­ 
mum standard, then have to 
meet a m inim um total of 80 
points over a three-year period 
to q u a lify for and m ain tain 
Division I m em bership. 
Should 
a 
school 
fail 
to 
achieve the m inim um 
points 
over tne three years, it would 
be 
placed 
in 
a 
tentative 
Division I m em bership for not 
m ore than two years. If it still 


failed 
to 
qualify 
with 
the 
minimum 
points after 
two 
years, 
the 
school 
would 
be 
reclassified to another division. 
D etails 
of 
the plan 
were 
m ailed in 
a m em o to m em bers 
Oct. 22, but are based on three 
principles on which the Steering 
Com m ittee 
drafted

"First, any m em ber would be 
eligible for Division I m em ber­ 
ship if it 
sponsors a 
broad 
athletic program . 
This 
must 
include at least eight sports, 
including football and basket­ 
ball. and each sport must be 
conducted in Division I,” the 
NCAA said. 
“Second, Division I institu­ 
tions and conferences will not 
be guaranteed appearances on 
the A ssociation’s football televi­ 
sion series. A m em ber would 
have to qualify on the m erit of 
its program 
Appearance gua­ 
rantees 
would 
be 
offered 
Divisions 2 and 3.” 


“Third, m em bers of Division 
2 and 3 could com pete in from 
one to four Division I cham ­ 
pionships. depending upon pro­ 
gram size, in addition to the six 


co m m o n ’ 
of 
a ll-d iv isio n a l 
ch a m p io n sh ip s. 
B a sk etb all 
would be included as a sport in 
which a m em ber of Division 2 
or 
3 could 
com pete 
in 
the 
Division I tournam ent." 


Under the plan, the number 
of sports in which an institution 
could enter into Division I play 
would be based on the number 
of sports it sponsored 
“ An institution with four or 
five varsity sports could com ­ 
pete in Division I in one sport; 
six, seven or eight: two sports 
in Division I; IO and ll: three; 
and 12 or m ore: four Division I 
sports."
